“Heck no, I had enough of that 
baby.

Nazi Supplies 
In Italy Cut 
By Yank Raids 


ALLIED HEADQUARTERS, 
Naples, March 29.—(4)—U.. S. 
bombers, campaigning to smash 
German supply lines in northern 
Italy, rained explosives on rail 
lines in Bolzano, Milan, Turin and 
Ancona and also hammered at 
port facilities feeding the fighting 
fronts, it was announced today. 

Liberators and Fortresses of the 
15th Air Force ranged 300 miles 
north of Rome to hit Bolzano, Mi- 
lan and Turin, while a small for- 
mation of Liberators hit railroad 
yards at Ancona, on the Adriatic, 
and medium and fighter bombers 
hammered at west coast ports. 

It was the 18th consecutive day 
that Allied planes had struck at 
the German supply lines. 

Liberators bombed railroad 
yards in Milan, through which 
passes traffic from Nazi-occupied 
Europe to the Fifth Army fronts, 
and left rolling stock, nearby in 
dustrial buildings and warehouses 
in flames. The heaviest concen- 
tration of bombs hit a bottleneck 
point in the yards. 

The American fliers encounter- 
ed neither antiaircraft fire nor 
enemy fighter opposition over Mi- 
lan, which had been bombed a 
bare 12 hours before by RAF 
bombers in their first attack in 
co-ordination with the American 
bomber fleets. Photographic in- 
terpreters had reported all rail 
lines from northern Italy to Rome 
and to the frontline areas had 
been temporarily blocked by at- 
tacks by Allied. medium bombers.

erators bombed the Pas-de-Calais 
area of the French coast, meeting 
opposition only from moderate to 
heavy antiaircraft fire. From all 
operations, nine American bomb- 
ers and nine fighters failed to re- 
turn, it was announced tonight. 


RECORD-BREAKING RAIDS 

It was the third consecutive 
day of American operations aimed 
primarily at the German air force, 
and the communique said it was 
the 15th attack on “Sermany and 
the 24th on all enemy targets in 
this record-breaxing month of 
March, 

Besides the German planes shot 
out of the sky over Brunswick in 
a short, slfarp battle, a number 
of others were listed as destroyed 
on the ground. German craft de-

PARIS RADIO OFF AIR 

The Germans always have de- 
fended the Brunswick area vigor- 
ously against repeated American 
attacks, one of the most recent 
February 10, when 84 German 
fighters and 29 American bombers 
and eight fighters were lost there.

Within eight years of the end of the war the American aircraft

“The way I see it, the aircraft 
industry will begin with a base of 
20 per cent of the present employ- 
ment. - On that foundation willl be 
built a gigantic production that 
will be on the level with our 
present, tremendous aircraft out- 
put.

LONDON, March 29.—(#)—Rus- 
sian troops forged across the Prut 


river today, fought into the out- 
skirts of Czernowitz (Cernauti), 
capital of Bucovina, and captured 
Kolomea, Prut river railway town 
in the foothills of the Carpathian 
mountains only 30 miles from the 
Czechoslovak border, Moscow an- 
nounced tonight. 

Other Soviet gains were 
nounced in Bessarabia and 
southern Ukraine, notably 
capture of Balta. 

The Prut crossing, reported by 
tonight’s Soviet communique, is a 
significant victory but does not, 
in the Russian view, place the Red 
army inside Rumania as yet, since 
it is in the portion of Bucovina 
ceded to Russia by the Rumanians 
in 1940, 

Kolomea, 44 miles up the river 
from Czernowitz and on the left 
bank, was described by Marshal 
Stalin, who announced its fall, as 
“an important strongpoint in the 
German defenses at the foothills 
-: the Carpathians.” It once was 

olish territory. 

Both at Kolomea and Czerno- 
witz, the Russians cut the Lwow- 
Bucharest railway. Capture of 
Kolomea represented an 11-mile 
gain in one day of battle. It was 
toppled “in a bold maneuver by 
tank formations and infantry” of 
Marshal Gregory K. Zhukov’s 
first Ukrainian front.

Single and twin-engined Nazi 
fighters met the bombers over oc- 
cupied territory and harassed 
them to the target area, where a 
wild dogfight developed with the 
sky a mass of weaving and twist 
ing planes. 

On the way back from Bruns 
wick some of the escort planes 
swooped below the overcast to 
shoot up a number of enemy air- 
craft found on the ground. 

Some of the nine bombers re 
ported missing may have been 
lost from the small force of Lib- 
erators which carried out the Pas- 
de-Calais operation.

‘Democrats Cheered by Victory; 
Tobin Indorses ‘Fourth Term’ 


support of Daniel J. Tobin, presi- 
dent of the AFL Brotherhood of 
Teamsters, who, a year ago, was 
criticizing certain elements of the 
Democratic party and saying theif 
attacks on organized labor jeop- 
ardized political control. 

Tobin’s indorsement of Roose- 
velt for another nomination ap- 
peared in the April issue of his 
union’s publication “The Interna- 
tional Teamster.” A full page pic- 
ture of the President was pub- 
lished in the Journal over the 
words: 

“Our Candidate.” 

Representative Drewry, of Vir- 
ginia, chairman of the Demo- 
cratic national congressional com- 
mittee, said that GOP leaders had 
insisted on regarding the Okla- 
homa election as a test of Demo- 
cratic national policies and said: 
“We are content to let the results 
speak for themselves.” 

GOP NET GAIN—TWO 

“The 1942 election of Demo- 
cratic Representative Nichols by 
385, and the loss of this district 
by Democratic Senator Josh Lee 
by 2,455, makes William G. Stig- 
ler’s victory a real victory,” he 
asserted. 

In the 12 special elections to 
date, Republicans have succeeded 
Republicans in five districts and 
won former Democratic seats in 
three. Democrats have retained 
three former Democratic seats 
and overturned one Republican, 
giving the Republicans a net Jain 
of two. 

Stigler’s victory raised the 
house Democratic membership to 
217, but another Democratic mem- 
ber, Representative Domengeaux, 
of Louisiana, resigned effective 
April 15 to enter military service. 
Republicans now have 210 seats 
and minor parties four. There are 
four vacancies, not counting Do- 
mengeaux. 


CORRESPONDENTS’ POLL 

Clark, the defeated candidate, 
said the election was only “a pre- 
liminary skirmish” as the Repub- 
licans began laying plans for an- 
other campaign for the office next 
fall. Clark revealed that he in- 
tended to be a candiate for the G. 
©. P. nomination in the July pri- 
maries. 

In the national capital, 50 
Washington correspondents polled 
by Newsweek Magazine expressed 
the majority belief that “present 
indications” point to a Roosevelt- 
Wallace ticket winning next No- 
vember over a Dewey-Warren 
combination. 

“War and popular unwillingness 
to change horses in midstream,” 
was the reason given by the great- 
est number—28—for their belief. 

The newsmen picked President 
Roosevelt and Governor Dewey to 
win the Democratic and Republic- 
an presidential nominations han- 
dily. But the margin forecasting 
of a Democratic victory at the 
polls was slim—26 to 22 with two 
uncertain. 

The greatest number of those 
forecasting a Republi¢an victory— 
20—gave as their reason: “Demo- 
cratic failure on the home front 
(rationing confusion, ‘coddling’ of 
labor, poor fiscal policy, etc.), 
20.” 


126 VOTES FOR FDR 


Meanwhile, it appeared that 
President Roosevelt can win the 
renomination on the first ballot 
at the Democratic convention by 
just saying the word, according 
to a check of preliminary delegate 
lineups. 

Fourth term backers figured 
that as of today they can count 
on a minimum of 604 of the con- 
vention’s 1,176 votes if the Presi- 
dent decides to run. Thus far Mr. 
Roosevelt has the public support 
of 116 of the 142 Democratic dele- 
gates chosen. He also apparently 
will be backed by 10 more New 
York delegates to be chosen at a 
state convention. 


To this nucleus of 126, fourth- 
term adherents are adding 478 


from 17 states which they believe 
‘will send delegations that will 
'vote almost solidly for the Presi- 
'dent if he becomes a candidate. 


LABOR PARTY SPLITS 


Other developments on the far- 
flung political fronts yesterday 
came when Wendell Willkie filed 
in Oregon’s Republican presiden- 
tial primary, and Senator Joseph 
H. Ball, Republican, Minnesota, 
opened the campaign in Omaha 
for support of Harold Stassen in 
the Nebraska presidential prefer- 
ential primary election April 11. 

Yesterday, the eight-year-old 
American Labor party, whose 400,- 
000 votes helped President Roose- 
velt win New York state’s 47 elec- 
toral votes in 1940, split on the 
issue of Communism. 


The right wing leadership, de- 
feated in the primary election for 
control of the state committee— 
the body which nominates the 
party’s presidential candidate — 
withdrew on. the ground that the 
left wing victory meant “Ear! 
Browder has captuted the ALP.” 
(Browder is general secretary of 
the Communist party in the Unit- 
ed States.) 

A statement issued by the right 
wing liberal-labor committee, not- 
ing that the party was organized 
in 1936 to support the New Deal 
and President Roosevelt, said its 
immediate concern was what ef- 
fect “the disappearance of the 
ALP as a liberal-labor party may 
have on the Roosevelt strength in 


‘our state” should he seek re-elec- 


tion.

States 
to be represented include North 
and South Carolina, Florida and 
Georgia. 

PRAISE FOR TARVER 


Cogdell was high in his praise 
of Congressman Tarver, the entire 
Georgia delegation and the state 
legislative milk committee for 
their battle on the “unjust” WFA 
levy of one and one-half cents per 
hundredweight of milk distribut- 
ed. He predicted Tarver’s bill 
would be passed by the senate 


It was the second major victory 
for Georgians in getting aid from 
Washington. Recently the same 
groups took the’ lead in getting 
the feed subsidy to dairymen of 
Georgia and other states doubled.

Starts Saturday 


A mandatory 48-hour work 
week for the Atlanta area will be- 
gin Saturday morning, Sloan G. 
Springfield, area director of the 


War Manpower Commission has 
announced. 

Springfield yesterday said 
blanket exemptions had been is- 
sued for eleemosynary and non- 
profit institutions, including hos- 
pitals and charitable institutions. 

The order placing the Atlanta 
area on the 48-hour week affects 
employers in Fulton, DeKalb and 
Cobb counties. It is believed to af- 
fect 2,200 institutions, and approx- 
imately 154,000 employes. 

Instead of the 48-hour work 
week, all types of offices in the 
area will be placed on a 44-hour 
week, with the alternative of hav- 
ing their employment levels “fro- 
zen” until they comply. 

All retail stores whose em- 
ployes work the full number of 
hours the store is open, less an 
hour off for lunch, are being con- 
sidered for possible application of 
the 48-hour week. However, 
Springfield said, most retail stores

Airmen Shot Down in Reich Say 


By MEL MOST 
(Associated Press Correspondent 
Returned From Internment 
Germany). 


NEW YORK, March 29.—(#)— 
United States and British airmen 
shot down behind enemy lines 
take their fate philosophically as 
“all part of the percentage.” 

In France, through the grape- 
vine in Germany and later while 
part of the repatriation party from 
Hitler's reich, we *heard much 
about these men. 

A dark, 27-year-old midwestern 
veteran of 20-odd raids, returning 
as an invalid on the Gripsholm, 
told me simply, and with a cheer- 
ful smile, “the percentage is 
against you. 

“If you go out often enough, 
you expect to get it sooner or 
later. It doesn’t matter whether 
they get you on the thirtieth raid 
or before you have ever dropped 
a bomb: you have filled the per- 
centage and done your duty.” 

One Air Force lieutenant from 
the South said he was shot down 
the day after he participated in 
the longest raid until then, on Po- 
land. 

PIPE COCKS JAMMED 

On the return trip, the pipe 
cocks from the wing § tank 
jammed. The “fort” was about to 
turn north to Sweden for a forced 
landing and internment in neutral 
territory, when the feverishly 
working mechanic got them open 
and was able to refill the dry fuse- 
lage tanks from the wings. 

Next day the plane received a 
full hit from an antiaircraft bat- 
tery as it was entering Germany 
and—a rare occurrence—exploded 
in mid-air. Only the lieutenant 
end three others, out of a crew of 
10 were able to jump clear, and 
they came down badly wounded. 

I asked him what he thought of 
the trick fate had played on them 
in forestalling a landing in Swe- 
den only the day before. 

“Well,” he said, “I sure miss 
those six fellows who were killed 
up in the air—we were a pretty 
chummy crew—but it all goes into 
the percentage.” 

British airmen feel the same 
way. I had the rare opportunity 
of visiting a camp for Royal Air 
Force fliers caught in southern 
France—usually while making

Churchill clearly held the upper 
hand and intended to use it to 
the fullest. The issue on which 
the vote is to be taken—an amend- 
ment providing equal pay for men 
and women teachers on which the 
house balloted 117 to 116 against 
the government last night—is far 
too minor a matter for upsetting 
a Wartime cabinet. 

But it was the first time in four 
years that the government had 
been outvoted and the prime min- 
ister was quick to make it clear 


'that he would brook no rebellion. 


CHANGE NOTICEABLE 

The vote of confidence is to 
be taken at the next sitting of the 
house. (British censorship pro- 
hibited disclosure of when this 
would be.) 

The house of commons itself re- 
flected a noticeable change today 
from the boisterous debate and 
vote of the night before to sober 
attention when the prime minister 
told them that “if the government 
does not secure an adequate ma- 
jority, it will entail the usual con- 
stitutional consequences.” This 
means resignation and formation 
of a new government. 

The Conservative Reform com- 
mittee meeting tonight decided it 


could not vote against the govern- |. 


ment on a confidence motion “on 
the eve of the second front.” 

Thus the potential vote against 
the government was dwindling to 
minute proportions, There were 
350 or so government supporters 
absent last night and Churchill 
should get a resounding majority. 

Some members who oppose 
Churchill on domestic issues saw 
themselves trapped by the prime 
minister’s maneuver to a parlia- 
mentary test in which they will 
have no chance to express dissat- 
isfaction with domestic policies 
without going the whole way and 
voting against the conduct of the 
war as well—which few seem 
ready to do. 


LABORITE SPEAKS 

Laborite Aneurin Bevan, who 
asserted that “the government is 
tricking the house,” put it this 
way: 

“If the government wishes to 
have discussion on a vote of con- 
fidence it has endless opportuni- 
ties available to it, but surely 
what amounts to a sharp practice 
is to try to get a vote of confi- 
dence by the house on a narrow 
issue on which the issues of a vote 
of confidence cannot be raised.” 

Churchill, probably the sternest- 
appearing person in the house,

Rapped by CIO 


Terming wage rates in the 
south’s cotton-rayon industry 
“chaotic,” a high official of the 
Textile Workers Union of Amer- 
ica (CIO) has called on the War 
Labor Board to flatly standardize 
pay. 

Solomon Barkin, of New York, 
TWUA research director, asserted 
yesterday before a WLB panel 
here investigating conditions in £3 
cotton-rayon mills, that “the pres- 
ent rate structure in the industry 
is most chaotic. The greatest va- 
riations prevail in the rates for 
the same job. Comparable plants 
in the same locality frequently 
pay from 50 to 100 per cent more 
than their adjoining competitors.” 

Barkin, spokesman for approxl- 
mately 20,000 rayon and cotton 
workers in six southern states, 
cited uniform rates “paid for the 
last 10 years in the New York- 
New England area” and asked that 
these be adopted for the south, 
covering 100 different kinds of 
milling jobs. 

Continuing to present the un- 
ion’s side of the hearing before a 
three-man panel representing la- 
bor, industry and the public, Bar- 
kin asked that the standardization 
be applied after a 60-cent mini- 
mum hourly wage, which is also 
being sought, is instituted.

mous Tatar Pass into Czecho- 
Slovakia, in territory taken over 
by Hungary. 

Madrid dispatches said German 
civilian refugees and officials 


were fleeing across the Carpa- 
thians into Hungary from Poland 
and northern Rumania to escape. 
The Germans were said to have 
taken over command of the Car- 
pathians in Ruthmenia, but the 
refugees clogging roads and rail 
lines were reported delaying Nazi 
military transport. 

The Soviet newspaper Izvestia 
in Moscow urged Rumania, and 
Bulgaria also, to resist the Ger- 
mans and join. the “democratic 
countries,” or else—become bat- 
tlegrounds. 

AWAIT RUMANIA DECISION 

Presumably a westward assault 
of the Red army troops across the 
Prut river into Rumania was be- 
ing delayed pending Rumania’s 
decision. Moscow mentioned no 
invasion into that nation, though 
a Berlin broadcast had mentioned 
fighting near Iasi (Jassy) on the 
western side of the Prut. 

Soviet armies, meanwhile, were 
rapidly developing the long-range 
siege of Odessa, and the tempting 
opportunity to fall upon the Nazi 
multitude being herded down the 
steppes toward the port after the 
fall of Nikolaev, 75 miles to the 
northeast. 

There is no major anchor point 
on the plain between Nikolaev and 
Odessa, and the Germans now are 
in a “box” about 200 miles wide 
and 150 miles deep with Odessa 
as the center of the bottom. 
TATAR PASS THREATENED 

While Marshal Zhukov was 
driving rapidly upon the Tatar 
pass, there was no indication that 
he might try to storm that easily 
defended cut through the Carpa- 
thians. The pass rises 3,076 feet 
high. 

Moscow dispatches pictured the 
Wehrmacht units in humiliating 
stampede across sectors of the 
Dniester. Soviet correspondents 
said some Germans piunged into 
the icy river. and that all who did 
not surrender were being exter 
minated. There appeared to be ne 
well-organized German resistance 
on this front, thev added.

Lonergan Trial 


Defense Rests 


NEW YORK, March 29.—(4)— 
Wayne Lonergan’s counsel abrupt- 
ly rested his first-degree murder 
case today after calling only three 
witnesses, one whose testimony 


'was thrown out by the court as 


dangerous to the defendant. 

Lonergan was not called to the 
stand as the defense attempted to 
disprove the state’s assertion that 
the 26-year-old playboy battered 
and choked to death his heiress 
wife, Patricia. 

The lanky RCAF cadet showed 
no immediate reaction to the sud- 
den termination of the defense 
case. 

Final arguments by Broderick 
and Assistant District Attorney 
Jacob Grumet were scheduled for 
tomorrow. 

Testimony stricken from the rec- 
ord by Wallace was that of Dr. 
Isidor Michel, who said Lonergan 
attempted to buy arsenic from him 
the night before the slaying. 

Wallace asked the all-male jury 
to disregard it. Lonergan had said 
in his confession that he bought 
it “for suicide purposes.” 

All three witnesses called by 
the defense originally were sub- 
poenaed by the prosecution. 

In addition to Dr. Michel, they 
were Mario-Enzo Gabellini, who 
squired Mrs. Lonergan to cafe 
society spots the night before she 
was slain, and Detective William 
Prenderbast, one of the arresting 
officers. 

Gabellini, dark - haired and 
smartly dressed, said he and the 
pretty brunette dined at the Lou- 
ise restaurant for about three 
hours and then danced at the 
Stork club, 

“Did the Stork club manage- 
ment ask Mrs. Lonergan to leave 
because she was intoxicated?” 
Broderick asked. 

When they left the Stork club, 
he said, they went to the hotel 
apartment of Thomas Farrell, a 
magazine publisher, where she 
had toast and milk. He took her 
home about 6 a. m., but he did 
not enter her apartment, he said. 

“The defense rests,” Broderick 
said unexpectedly as Gabellini 
stepped from the witness box. 

After a recess, the prosecution 
presented rebuttal witnesses. One, 
a taxi driver, told of seeing Ga- 
bellini after he had left Mrs. Lon- 
ergan. 

The session adjourned after Wal- 
late denied a defense motion for 
dismissal of the indictment for 
lack of credible evidence against 
the defendant,

Equalizing Assessments 

The state of Alabama is inaugurating a reform long since 
overdue in Georgia. 

Our neighboring commonwealth is taking definite steps to 
bring about a more consistent evaluation of property for tax 
purposes. 

There is being held, in this connection, a series of confer- 
ences of boards of equalization and tax assessors from the various 
counties. These conferences have been called by State Revenue 
Commissioner H. G. Dowling for the purpose of discussing the 
problem and making suggestions for a program to bring about a 
more equitable assessment system. 

Out of these conferences will be named a committee which 
will make definite recommendations to the next state legislature. 


The State Revenue Department, meanwhile, has hired four 
experts to work with county tax assessors and appeal boards in 
standardizing assessments throughout the state. They will 
endeavor to bring about the equalization of assessments that will 
lower the property taxes in those countjes now paying too much 
and increase them in those where property is assessed too low. 
The object, in short, is not to raise taxes but to equalize them. 

Alabama reports, incidentally, more than a few instances of 
farmers owning property split by county lines which is assessed 
at a much higher rate in one county than the other. 

That such ‘nequities work a hardship goes without saying. 

That tl *y must be abolished is just as obvious.

Germans Retreat 


..» But Masterfully 


Where will the German retreat halt? 

Where will-the 200 divisions stand and give 
battle? 

From the muddy mouth of the Danube (eter- ae 
nally blue only in waltzes) one may trace a line to the Car- 
pathians. Follow their graceful curve almost to Crackow. Then 
pick up the Vistula and follow it to Danzig. 


Along this line the Germans assuredly must make a stand. It 
was the border in 1939. It has many natural advantages. Here, 
one may expect, the troops will be rallied with more support than 
they have had in the field. , 

Though it is not pleasant to admit the good qualities of a foe, it 
is safer never to underestimate him. Thus an impartial observer 
must realize that, second only to the tremendous and almost un- 
believable drive by the Russians, is the quality of the German 
retreat. 

With the exception of two or three small errors, it has been 
a masterful retreat. With less brilliant staff work it would have 
been a rout. With soldiers of lesser caliber, the entire German line 
would have crumbled. : 

They have bent, but not broken, before the greatest assault ever 
delivered. 


It may be they will break before they reach their permanent 
lines. They may. There is no indication of it. 


If they break it is possible it will be the high command which 
brings it about as much as any other one factor. While the whole 
military world viewed with wonder the orderliness of the German 
retreat, reports came that an enraged Hitler had ordered the re- 
moval of General Fritz Erich von Mannstein, the old-time Junker 
general who was in charge. 


Our own War Between the States had a similar military prob- 
lem in old Joe Johnston’s slow, wolf-like retreat before Sherman’s 
forces. The nagging Braxton Bragg, who almost alone had access 
to the ear of Jefferson Davis, joined the politicians in demanding 
his removal. Hood, the valiant Texan, knew he had to assault. 
He did. It was the end of the defense. No one will over know 
what Joe Johnston might have been able to do. 


As yet there‘is no sign the Germans will try to attack. They 
know the value of an orderly withdrawal. 
From a Sstrictly military point of

view, the German defensive pusi- 


tion improves with each mile they withdraw. 

Their front once was 2,000 miles long. It now is less than 1,500. 

If they retreat to that line along the Carpathians and the Vis- 
tula, the line will be shortened to about 700 miles. Each soldier 
will have half as much ground to defend as he now must defend. 
Each gun will have half again as much territory to traverse. 

The German strategy is defensive. 

They soon must stop, 

Then will come the test. If the Russian army breaks through 
the fixed line, it will be the end. Or at least the beginning of it. 


IMMEDIATE DECISION Hitler now is confronted with a pain- 

ful decision. Reports have it the 
Russians have crossed the Prut river and are in possession of the 
city of Nigolaev. 

This may mean two things—the early capture of Odessa, and 
a drive on the oil fields of Ploesti. 

The Carpathian mountains are behind the oil fields. 

The German staff must make a decision. If the Nazis try to 
hold Odessa, it may mean the flanking pincer will cut them off. 
If they fall back from Odessa to protect the oil fields of Ploesti, 
they open the fields to bombardment from the air and from the 
sea. Capture of Odessa would further isolate the Crimea, where 
a force already is cut off from escape save by sea. 

He may take one other course. 
fields, the historic Danube may have its yellow waters stained red. 
It may become a fighting Tine. 

If Hitler is forced out of the Ploesti oil fields and swings his 
forces back into the mountain line, he leaves Bulgaria’s border un- 
defended and he also leaves open for flanking operations the 
famous “Iron Gate,” the Jasina Pass, through which armies of all 
history have gone to and from Yugoslavia. 

His position is not desperate in so far as Germany itself is 
concerned. It is critical in so far as valuable oil and his allied 
territory of Rumania and Bulgaria are concerned. 


GERMAN STRENGTH German strength in Russia is report- 


ed to be somewhere between- 185 and 
200 divisions. There were an additional 50 divisions more in the 
fight two years ago. These have been so decimated by the Rus- 
sians they have not been re-formed. The remnants of them are in 
Germany. It is believed a consolidation may have been effected 
and they now will be left to help guard internal conditions in 
Germany. 

There are but 26 German divisions in Italy. Another 26 are 
in the Balkans. 

Forty-five are located in France and the Netherlands, 16 are in 
Norway, seven in Finland, and three more full-strength divisions, 
plus the estimated 58 Russian-torn ones, are in Germany. 

The time is ripe, politically, for Allied invasion. 

We must wait, unfortunately, for international prestige, on the. 
military time to move.

WASHINGTON.—In Wisconsin presently Wendell L. Willkie is 
engaged in a classic demonstration of how not to win a presidential 
nomination. 

It may be true, as some of the newspaper reporters accompany- 
ing Mr. Willkie say, that he is going great guns with his immediate 
audiences, but this certainly is not so of the shrewd politicians, 
with delegates in their pockets, who are watching the performance 
from afar. + 

The circumstance that these outside observers stress is that such 
headlines as Mr. Willkie’s speeches have attracted deal mostly with 
attacks on fellow Republicans. One day his verbal potshots are 
reported aimed at Lieutenant Commander Harold E, Stassen, and 
again against Governor Thomas E. Dewey or General Douglas 
MacArthur. Between times he has turned up deep-dyed plots of 
various individuals and groups to unhorse him. 


ANNOYED BY STASSEN If Mr. Willkie had confined his

nel Robert R. McCormick and Gerald L. K. Smith, for example, 
or to spokesmen for Big Business, such as Joseph N. Pew and 
Winthrop W. Aldrich, he might be credited at least with con- 
sistence. But his criticisms have not stopped with these groups. 
The circumstance thet seemed to annoy him most of all was the 
letter from Lieutenant Commander Stassen stating that, while he 
could not actively campaign, he would accept a nomination for 
President if it were offered to him. 

Stassen not only was Willkie’s floor manager at the Philadelphia 
convention in 1940, but those two have been more nearly alike in 
their foreign policy views than any other of the Republican presi- 
dential possibilities. 

Willkie has not been helped in responsible Republican circles 
by interpretations of his speeches by some of the more New Dealish 
correspondents in his entourage to the effect that he is preparing 
to bolt the party if its candidate and platform are not to his liking. 


WISCONSIN NEVER WINS Two peculiarities of American 


politics are that no candidate 
who placed dependence on presidential primaries ever has won 
nomination and that no candidate supported by the Wisconsin dele- 
gation has won a Republican presidential nomination over a period 
of 40 years. 

Herbert Hoover, Governor Alfred E. Smith and Franklin D. 
Roosevelt avoided primaries as far as possible in 1928 and 1932, 
and so did Alf M. Landon in 1936. In 1940 Thomas E. Dewey wen 
almost all the Republican primaries but lost out to Mr. Willkie, 


. who sidestepped the primaries by insisting that he was not a can- 


didate, the same device Dewey now is employing. 

Through 24 years (1908 to 1932) the Robert M. La Follettes, 
father and son, bagged most of the Wisconsin Republican delegates. 
Senator Borah had them in 1936 and Dewey in 1940, 


NOT REPRESENTATIVE During all these past campaigns, 


Wisconsin, because of its La Fol- 
lette-Progressive party involvement, was less representative of Re- 
publican national thought than any other state in the Union, and 
it probably is so this year. Certainly, its congressional representa- 
tion has been among the most isolationist an all of the war issues, 
both before and since Pearl Harbor. 

Therefore, the conclusion is that Willkie has little to gain and 
everything to lose in his extraordinary two weeks of barnstorming 
through the length and breadth of Wisconsin. To begin with, he 
is the only candidate actively campaigning and the only one who 
has a full slate of 24 delegate candidates entered in his behalf. 

After Governor Dewey repudiated the delegate list offered in 
his name, nine of them either withdrew entirely or changed to 
some other designation. Even so there appears to be a fair chance 
that the remaining Dewey candidates for delegate-at-large, and 
possibly some of the district candidates, pledged to him will be 
elected. 

Claiming General MacArthur as Wisconsin’s favorite son, 22 
candidates are entered in his behalf and 19 are entered for Lieu- 
tenant Commander Stassen. 

If Willkie wins under these circumstances, 
has triumphed only over a collection of candidatorial shadows, and 
if, perchance, the shadows bag even half of the Wisconsin dele- 
gation, Mr. Willkie’s presidential hopes will be just about ob- 
literated.

The Higgins Boat 


I’ve seen the records that prove 
how alert to just what has hap- 
pened was, at least, one American 
—Old Andy Higgins, as some of 
his help call him. 

Not with the news of Pear] Har- 
ber, but on the day Hitler in- 
vaded Poland, Higgins, who 
chanced to be in Memphis, Tenn., 
on a business trip, called the 
Philippine Islands and contracted 
for all the Philippine mahogany 
that could possibly be loaded and 
shipped. This constituted the lar- 
gest cargo of this commodity ever 
to cross the Pacific. It came in a 
regular convoy to New Orleans, 
where it was stacked in a monu- 
mental pile, and where there’s a 
16t of it left. I was out looking at 
it today. 

As far back as 1935, the New 
Orleans boat builder had begun to 
try to interest the Navy in beach 
firing. motor boats, using his pat- 
ents and an adaptation of the 
small craft he had developed most- 
ly for river work by the big oil 
companies. He held to the idea 
that boats of his style would be 
needed eventually, and, although 
we seemed far to one side when 
Hitler really blew it loose, Higgins 
immediately reached for all the 
material he knew how to locate. 
The fact is that he did save this 
country millions of dollars, or so 
they say here. The standard 39- 
man, or 20-men-and-a-jeep, drop- 
front beach assault boat from 
which our troops have gone ashore 
in every occupation and invasion, 
cost $9,000 each completely equip- 
ped. But for that Philippine ma- 
hogany, the cost would be much 
more, 


One an Hour 

I followed them down the as- 
sembly line. The track I walked 
beside drops them ready for water 
at the rate of better than one an 
hour of a 24-hour day, seven days 
a week. This was only one line 
and this is only one place that 
makes them. There are others. 
One next line over, the famous PT 
boats were also coming into beau-

ficiently authoritative calibre. 


Higgins has turned all these 
patents over to the government 
gratis, to be framed around the 
other builders as the government 
sees it. Of course, they revert to 
him at the close of the war. 


Begun Upside Down 


Construction is begun with the 
boats upside down. Into jigs the 
ribs of the craft are fitted and to 
these ribs, the sides, back and bot- 
tom of six-strip plywood and ma- 
hogany are swiftly sealed. The 
boats are 36 feet long. The sides 
and bottom are cone shaped and 
cut, heavy brass screws, electric- 
ally driven, hold it together. The 


bottom is double with canvas be-/| 


tween. One of the patents is in- 
volved here. It concerns some pro- 
cess of treating and «tretching the 
canvas. These boats can’t spring 
a leak. Not even the hottest trop- 
ical sun can crack a seam even if 
they lie in the blazing rays on 
some transport’s decks unused for 
many weeks. 


The boat is built, spray-painted 
and actually could be put in the 
water, possibly in less than a half 
hour. Instead it is caught up in 
an ingenious sling, turned right 
side up in midair and set down on 


.|a railroad track. Then the next 


gang of workmen takes over the 
finishing. 


Engine Installed 

The engine is installed, prefab- 
ricated armor goes on to make it 
bullet proof. Men start to work 
upon the gun mounts, for it carries 
two heavy machineguns. The ma- 
chinery for opening and lowering 
the front is installed, the driving 
shaft and propeller go in. And so 
it goes, with incredible swiftness. 
And, as I-saw it, incredible zeal 
from all concerned, until it stands 
completed at the end of the line 
possibly 100 yards from the spot 
where it started. 

There another sling picks it up, 
places it in a cradle on a flatcar 
which trundles it to the water not 
far away. Here the guns are 
placed, it gets its official tests. A 
Navy inspector puts it through its 
gaits and tricks, and it moves on 
toward where it will live or die 
just as the men it is made for will 
live or die, 


Amazing Craft 

These are amazing craft. They’ll 
run onto, or over anything. I’ve 
seen them jump floating logs down 
here heavy enough to stave in the 
front or rip the propeller from any 
other boat you ever saw. I’ve seen 
them drive over sandbars, climb 
halfway up a cement wall angled 
up at 45 degrees, run completely 
over small islands.and hit the 
other side running, plow through 
heavy water growth, thick enough, 
it looked, to stop the Normandie. 

The propeller can’t foul. It can’t 
even be hit. The bottom is double, 
the front, or crash, part of it triple. 
You have to know how to handle 
it, and they have special schools 
here to teach the men who'll serve 
as chauffeurs. But if you know 
how, you can successfully back it 
off a beach if there’s as much as 
two inches of water for the pro- 
peller to take a bite of. The load- 
ed speed can be as much as 25 
M. P. H. The trick is to drive it 
and hold it, at right angles to the 
surf, 

There’s something in the thought 
of that Philippine timber bearing

Intrigued by Idea 
Of Mullet-Farming 


Government scientists who, while their con- 
gressional companions sleep, are toiling upward 
through the night, have hit upon a discovery 
which well may revolutionize agricultural prac- 
tices in this country. 


Mullet, extensive experiments have demonstrated, can be grown 
on inland farms, just as cotton, corn, tobacco, or peanuts. 


Three thousand pounds per pond acre per year is the potential 
yield of even the worst sub-marginal land once it is covered by 
water and stocked with mullet, the Fish and Wildlife Service says. 


All of which makes me wonder tf soon will come the time when 
every fed-up citizen of town and city will be saving against the day 
when, instead of 40 acres and a mule, he can buy 20 acres and 4 


skiff. 


Mullet, of a certainty, seem the gg crop. They are im- 
pervious to blue mold, the nemesis which besets tobacco; they eat 
boll weevils rather than, as is the case with cotton, vice versa; and 
for them unseasonable rains, such as have played havoc in Georgia 
the past week, hold no terror. 


Moreover, when late freezes come and harassed fruit growers 
see a year’s work vanish overnight, the mullet farmer can snuggle 
contentedly in his bed, assured that his crop is safe. All of which 
is just as well. One would look pretty silly trying to hold a smudge 
pot for a mullet, 


Personally, the thought rather appeals to me. The idea, I mean, 


of being a share cropper on a mullet farm. 


In fact, there is, so far as I can figure, only one fly in the ointe- 
ment; 


How in the world could you plow your mullet under if ever 
the AAA found it necessary to cut your quota?

Georgians Take Lead © 
In Postwar Planning 


WASHINGTON, March 29.—In_ the highly 
important work of drawing up legislative plans 
for the postwar adjustment that is to come, 

ity. Georgia, it now seems certain, is destined to 
wield a greater influence than any other stage in the Union. 


The reason for this is the selection by of three out 
standing Georgians, or sons of Georgia, to sit in top-ranking posi- 
tions on the two special committees organized by the house and 
senate for dealing with postwar planning and the problems of 
economic readjustment. 

Senator Walter F. George heads the group of distinguished 
Georgians thus honored. It was at his instigation that the senate 
last year set up the special Committee on Postwar Policy and 
Planning, a body composed of the most representative members of 
the upper chamber, including both the majority and the minority 
leaders. 

By virtue of his sponsorship of the resolution creating the special 
committee and his high standing in the chamber, the Georgia sem 


ator was named chairman of the body. 
SCOTT RUSSELL Subsequently the committee selected as its 
chief counsel and economic advisor Scott 
Russell, former president of the Bibb Manufacturing Company, of 
Macon, one of the largest textile manufacturing concerns of the 
south. 
To appreciate the importance of the assignment, Mr. Russell, 
formerly a well-known attorney of the state, gave up a $50,000- 
a-year salary as head of the Macon firm to become associated with 
the senate group. His compensation from the committee is ex- 
tremely nominal in comparison, if anything. 

Already his comprehensive grasp of the economic problems 
facing the nation in the postwar adjustment that lies ahead has 
been shown by a number of highly valuable reports he has pre 
pared for the committee in connection with its preliminary studies. 


And now, on top of Mr. Russell's selec 
MARION FOLSOM tion, the announcement has just been 
made by the House Committee on Postwar Planning, a body com- 
parable to the one headed by Senatar George in the senate, that 
Marion B. Folsom, treasurer of the Eastman Kodak Company, has 
been appointed as director of its study and planning staff. 

Mr. Folsom is another Georgian. A native of McRae, Ga., he 
is a graduate of the University of Georgia and Harvard University. 
He was one of the bright young graduates of the Harvard School 
of Business Administration selected by the Eastman Company to 
go with it some years ago. Today he is one of the leading execu- 
tives of the company, an organization with a world-famous repu- 
tation. 

Just as in Mr. Russell’s case, Mr. Folsom gave up a salary that 
runs into the top brackets to accept the post tendered him by the 
house committee. Both were granted leaves of absence by their 
companies to take over the important work. 

Mr. Folsom is also chairman of the board of the Buffalo branch 
of the Federal Reserve Bank of New York, and a member of the 
Business Advisory Council of the Department of Commerce. For- 
merly he was attached to the War Production Board in Washing- 
ton for a brief time as a dollar-a-year man. 


IMPORTANT WORK The work of the committees promises 


to be far more important than the pub- 
lic realizes, perhaps. To give an idea of its scope, provision must 
be made through legislation to be passed by congress for the dis- 
position of more than fifteen billion dollars worth of government- 
financed plants erected for war purposes. In addition, the end of 
the war is certain to find the government with billions upon billions 
of dollars’ worth of surplus property—not only arms and muni- 
tions, but huge quantities of trucks, airplanes, foodstuffs, and vari 
ous supplies which will be available for the consumer market. 

This vast supply of consumer goods must be marketed in a way 
not to demoralize our domestic economy, just as the fifteen billion 
dollars in government-owned manufacturing plants must be dis- 
posed of in a manner designed to create employment and maintain 
a stable economy. 

In a way, therefore, the work of the committees is equal to 
the problem of ten companies of the size of General Motors, for 
example, one of the largest in the world during prewar times. The 
total value of all surplus property to be liquidated may amount to 
almost one hundred billion dollars, or twenty billions more than 
the national income was before the war. 

Obviously it is a job not cut to the pattern of small men. That 
is why the two congressional committees picked men of the caliber 
of Mr. Russell and Mr. Folsom to serve as directors of the great 
effort involved. 

It is also a tribute of the first order for Senator George to have 
been selected as chairman of the senate group. 

Georgians have a right to be proud of the representation the 
state will have in the adjustment of these grave economic problems.

Army Moves 
Underground To 
Escape Shelling 


WITH THE FIFTH ARMY 
BEACHHEAD FORCES IN IT- 
ALY— (By Wireless) —You’ve 
heard how flat the land of the An- 
zio beachhead is. You’ve heard 
how strange and naked our sol- 
diers, feel with no rocks to take 
cover behind, no mountains to pro- 
vide slopes for protection. 


This is a new kind of warfare 
for us. Here distances are short, 
and space is confined. The while 
beachhead is the front line. The 
beachhead is so small that you 
can stand on high ground in the 
middle of it and see clear around 
the thing. That’s the truth, and 
it ain’t no picnic feeling either. 

I remember back in the days of 
desert fighting around Tebessa 
more than a year ago, when the 
forward echelons of the corps staff 
and most of the hospitals were 
usually more than 80 miles back 
of the fighting. But here every- 
body is right in it together. You 
can drive from the rear to the 
front in less than half an hour, 
and often you'll find the front 
quieter than the rear. 


HOSPITALS NOT IMMUNE 


Hospitals are not immune from 
shellfire and bombing. The un- 
romantic finance officer counting 
out his money in a requisitioned 
building is hardly more safe than 
the vompany commander 10 miles 
ahead of him. And the table wait- 
er in the rear echalon mess gets 


down off his feet in a manner 
quite contrary to the Hoyle rules | 
of warfare. 

It’s true that the beachhead | 
land is flat, but it does have'| 
some rise and fall to it. It’s flat 
in a westerh Indiana way, not in 
the billiard-table flatness of the 
country around Amarillo, Texas, 
for example. 

You have to go halfway across 
the beachhead area from the sea 
before the other half of it comes 
into view. There are general 
rises before the other half of it 
comes into view. There are gen- 
eral rises of a few score feet, and 
little mounds and gulleys, and 
there are groves of trees to cut up 
the land. 


PLACES TO TAKE COVER 


There are a lot of little places 
where a few individuals can take 
cover from fire. The point is 
that the generalized flatness for- 
bids whole armies taking cover. 

Several main roads—quite good 
macadam roads—run in wagon-| 
spoke fashion out through the 
beachhead areas A few smaller 
gravel roads branch off from them. 

In addition, our engineers have 
bulldozed miles of road across the 
fields. The longest of these 
“quickie” roads is named after the 
commanding general here, whose 
name is still withheld from pub- 
lication. A painted sign at one 
end says “Blank Boulevard,” and 
everybody calls it that. It’s such 
a super-boulevard that you have 
to travel over it in super-low gear 
with mud above your hubcaps, but 
still you do travel. 


SPACE AT PREMIUM 

Space is at a premium on the! 
beachhead. Never have I seen’ 
a war zone so crowded. Of course, 
men aren't standing shoulder to 
shoulder, but I suupose the most 
indiscriminate shell dropped at 
any point in the beachhead would 
land not more than 200 yards 
from somebody. And the average 
shell finds thousands within hear- 
ing distance of its explosion. If 
a plane goes down in No-Man’s- 
Land, more than half the troops 
of the beachhead can see it fall. 

New units in the fighting, or old 
units wishing to change positions, 
have great difficulty in finding a 
place. The "already spoken for” 
sign cover practically all the land 
in the beachhead. The space prob- 
lem is almost as bad as in Wash- 
ington. 

MOVED UNDERGROUND 

Because of the extreme suscep- 
tibility to shelling, our army has 
moved underground. At Youks 
and Thelepte and Biskra, in Afri- 
ca a year ago, our Air Forces lived 
underground. But this is the first 
time out entire ground force has 
had to burrow beneath the sur- 
face. 

Around the outside perimeter 
line, where the infantry lies fac- 
ing the Germans a few hundred 
yards away, the soldiers lie in 
open foxholes devoid of all com- 
fort. But everywhere back of 
that the men have dug under- 
ground and built themselves 
homes. Here on this beachhead 
the dugouts, housing from two to 
half a dozen men each, will sure- 
ly run into the tens of thousands. 

As a result of this, our losses 
from shelling and bombing are 
small. It’s only the first shell aft- 
er a lull that gets many casual- 
ties. After the first one, all the 
men are in their dugouts. And 
you should see how fast they can 
get there when a shell whines. 
COMFORTS IN A DUGOUT 

In addition to safety, these dug- 
outs proved two other comforts 
our troops have not always had— 
warmth and dryness. 

A dugout is a wonderful place 
to sleep. In our Anzio-Nettuno 
sector a whole night’s sleep is as 
rare as January sun in sunny It- 
aly. But for the last three nights 
I’ve slept in various dugouts at the 
front, and slept soundly. The last 
two: nights I’ve slept in a grove 
which was both bombed and shell- 
ed, and in which men were killed 
each night, and yet I never even 
woke up. That’s what the com- 
bination of warmth, insulation 
against sound, and the sense of 
underground security can do for

ALLIED BOMBINGS 


Allied planes bombed Japanese 
bases over a 2,400-mile arc from 
Timor in the Duth East Indies to 
Bougainville, General Douglas 
MacArthur announced today. Fires 
set in the Penfoei airdrome and 
barracks area on Timor were visi- 
ble for 120 miles. Along the arc 
bombers hit Hollandia, enemy 
shipping base, and Babo, both in 
Dutch New Guinea: Rabaul, New 
Britain, and Kavieng, New Ire. 
land. 

The possibility that American 
central Pacific forces may be pre 
paring for an invasion of Ponape 
appeared today in a report that 
a Navy search plane had attack- 
ed a second group of islands, the 
Pakins, flanking the Japanese for- 
tress. 


Ponape is 440 miles east of 
Truk, pivot of Japan's Caroline 
Island defenses. In Japanese hands 
it guards the eastern approaches 
to Truk. In American possession 
it would be the closest base for a 
continuous neutralizing air attack 
on Truk from three directions. 
United States bombers are operat- 
ing from Eniwetok atoll, 750 miles 
northwest of Truk, and are ex- 
pected to be flying soon from 
Emirau in the St. Matthais group, 
980 miles south of Truk. 

A landing on Ponape would also 
cut off Kusaie, another outpost of 
Truk 350 miles to the east. The 
Japanese indicated they were pre- 
paring to ward off a possible in- 
vasion when they sent up 15 inter- 
ceptors Sunday against the sixth 
consecutive bombing raid on Po- 
nape and the twenty-first in five 
weeks. Nine or 12 of the inter- 
ceptors were shot down. 

PAKIN ATTACKED 

Sunday’s raid was followed up 
Monday by the first attack on 
Pakin, 18 miles northwest. Ant 
Island atoll, 10 miles west of Po- 
nape, was twice raided last week. 

Only weak antiaircraft fire was 
put up by isolated Japanese on 
four Marshall Island _ garrisons 
when Army, Navy and Marine 
planes came over Monday for 
their daily bombing and strafing 
attacks. 

In Burma 30 and possibly 36 
Nipponese bombers and fighters 
were shot down the first two days 
of the week, against a loss of only 
three Allied aircraft. Most of the 
Japanese were brought down as 
British and American planes broke 
up an intended bombing raid in 
Burma’s biggest air battle. 

Across the border on the Indian 
frontier British troops fell back 
to new positions under the contin- 
uous pressure of Japanese pouring 
out of the jungles in the Ukhrul 
area, 32 miles northeast of Imphal.

The conductor, William A. Fuller, and other trainmen com- 
mandeered a second engine and set out in pursuit in a race that, 
despite war-torn tracks and the use of wood as fuel, reached a 
speed of over 60 miles an hour at times. 

The Union men were forced to abandon “The General” near 
Ringgold, Ga., when they ran out of fuel. They were all captured 


within a few days.

WASHINGTON, March 29.—() | 
The War Food Administration 
plans to make 28 million bushels 
of government-owned wheat! 
available for livestock feed dur- | 
ing April as compared with 17 | 
million allocated for the ren 
purpose in March. 

The prospective increase in me 
feed wheat supply reflects, offi- 
cials said today, a slow movement 
of corn off farms to markets which 
nurmally supply dairymen, poul- 
trymen and other livestock feed-' 
ers in deficit-feed producing areas. 

The governinent itself is taking 
by requisitioning 35 per cent of 
the corn moving to n.arket from 
principal corn belt counties to 
meet needs of processors manu- 
facturing essential war materials 
from corn. This percentage may 
have to be increased in order to 
get the grain needed by the proc- 
essors.
